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CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  uf^1 

Article  I 

ill 

The  purpose  of  this  Union  is  to  pro^J 
mote  the  League  throughout  the  Dis- 
trict  and  to  encourage  the  young  peo- 
ples' work  in  the  Kingdom  of  the  Lord. 

Article  II 
Officers  of  this  Union  shall  be  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  Union. 

Article  III 
Any  League  of  this  District  may  be- 
come a  member  of  this  Union. 

Article  IV 
Each  League  is  entitled  to  two  dele- 
gates to  represent  their  League  in  the 
Union. 

Article  V 
Officers,  delegates,  group  leaders  and 
ministers  of  this  District  will  constitute 
**  this  Union. 

Article  VI 
This  Union  shall  hold  its  meetings 
quarterly  at  such  time  and  place  as  may 
be  provided  for  by  the  Union  or  Execu- 
tive Committee. 


Article  VII 
The    Executive    Committee    of  this 
Union  shall  be  composed  of  the  four  ma- 
jor officers. 

Article  VIII 
Each  League  will  be  required  to  make 
a  written  report  to  this  Union,  on  blanks 
furnished  by  the  Union. 

Article  IX 
The  duties  of  the  officers: 

Section  1 

President;  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
president  to  preside  over  each  session, 
preserve  order,  govern  the  body  accord- 
ing to  established  parliamentary  usage 
and  appoint  all  temporary  committees. 
He  shall  have  the  power  to  declare  any 
office  vacant,  temporarily,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  either  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  the  Union. 

Section  2 

Vice-President :  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  vice-president  to  serve  in  the  full 
capacity  of  president  when  the  president 
is  absent. 

Section  3 
Recording  Secretary;   The  Recording 
Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record 
of   all   transactions   of   the  Executive 
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Committee  and  the  Union  and  preserve 
the  same,  keep  all  valuable  documents 
and  surrender  same  to  the  successor  in 
office. 

Section  U 

Treasurer :  All  money  belonging  to 
this  Union  shall  be  kept  by  the  Treas- 
urer and  paid  out  by  him  or  her  only  by 
order  of  the  Union  or  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  5 

Executive  Committee ;  The  work  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  of  the  Union  when  the  Union  is 
not  in  session.  It  shall  have  authority 
to  call  extra  sessions  when  such  becomes 
necessary.  It  shall  have  the  authority 
to  suspend  any  officer  of  the  Union  when 
he  or  she  proves  a  failure  on  official  du- 
ties, proves  non-Christian  in  conduct,  or 
in  any  way  acts  detrimental  to  the  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  work  of  the  Union, 
and  shall  have  the  right  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy; also  fill  vacancies  caused  by  oth- 
er reasons.  Officers  thus  appointed  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  regular  session 
of  the  Union.  The  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  be  composed  of  the  President, 
Vice-President,  Recording  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer. 

Section  6 

Ex-Officio    Member:    The  President

shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  com- 
mittees of  the  Union. 

Section  7 

Program  Committee:  The  Executive 
Committee  shall  arrange  the  program 
for  each  session  of  the  Union,  building 
the  program  around  the  theme  that  may 
be  suggested  by  the  League. 

Article  X 
Delegates  from  all  Leagues  that  are 
members  of  the  Union,  officers  of  the 
Union,  Superintendents  and  General  Di- 
rectors of  all  Leagues  that  are  members 
of  the  Union,  and  all  ministers  shall  have 
the  right  to  vote.  All  questions  coming 
before  the  Union  shall  be  decided  by  the 
majority. 

Article  XI 
Any  amendment  to  this  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  may  be  secured  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  Union,  pro- 
vided such  an  amendment  be  presented 
at  least  one  hour  before  taken  under  con- 
sideration. 
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
